almost gave his life in an effort to 
.save the woman, was only slightly 
injured, receiving minor cuts 
und 


bruises about the body. Mrs. Fnrris 
wns badly mangled. 


According to Purtlc., he and tho 


woman had boon walking the mils 
across Red River and were on their 
way to the home of Mrs. Fa'rris' par- 
ents in Fulton. He had fallen from 
a rail, he said, and stopped u few 
yards behind thc woman when thc 
train approached.

ing to warn Mrs. Fan-is, Purtlc saici 
he ntetmptcd to outrun the train arid 
jerk the woman from thc rails. The
